EPIDEMIC COHVÍÍLSIOYS. 
Extraordinary inti rest was excited in 
the popular mind of Kentucky, at an early 
day, by a foim of convulsive disease, 
which, though it had been witnessed else­ 
where in the world, had never be'ore 
assumed a shape so decidedly epidemic. 
Among the Gamisards, or French prophets, 
who appeared in the mountains of the 
CLvennes toward the close of the seven­ 
teenth centnrv, tho snhj ets, when about 
to receive the gift of prophecy, were often 
affected with trembling aud fell down in 
swoons. 
W hen tho fit came, no m atter 
where they were, they fell, smiting their 
breasts with their hands, crying for mercy, 
and imprecating curses on the Pope. 
They were finally, after an obstinate strag­ 
gle, put down by their insane persecutor, 
Lome XIV. Epidemio convulsions pre­ 
vailed in Scotland, half a century later. 
Multitudes, under pungent preaching, were 
violently agitated, uttering loud cries, 
shaking, trembling, bleeding at the nose, 
the minister promoting the uproar by urg- 
iog them not to stifle their convictions. 
The shriek or the 9hout, it is stated, never 
rose from one but others joined the outcry. 
The early career of John Wesley is well 
known to have been marked by similar dis­ 
orders. In hia journal he records numerous 
instances of men and women dropping to 
the ground under his preaching “ as if 
struck by lightning,” ten or a dozen pray­ 
ing at once. They had also prevailed ex­ 
tensively iu New Z.aland half a century 
before they became epidemie in Kentucky. 
The elder Elwards has left an instrsotive 
account ot the bodily agitations which ac­ 
companied the revivals of religion from 
1735 
to 1742. 
Many instances aro 
given 
of 
fainting, 
falling, 
trance, 
numbness, outcries aud 
convulsions, 
and he relates that some of the subjects 
lost their reason. The epidemic of Ken­ 
tucky spread more widely, and persisted 
for a long time, as well as in more extrava­ 
gant forms. It continued to reappear for 
several years, and involved a district of 
country extending from Ohio to the moun­ 
tains of Tennessee, and even into the old 
settlements in the Carolinas. 
Lorenzo 
Dow relates that, at a religious meeting in 
the Conrt-honsc of Knoxville, whon the 
Governor of Tennessee was present, he saw 
150 people "jerking” at ou« time. But at 
other places the frenzy reached a greater 
hight. It was computed that, at a reli­ 
gious meeting in Kentucky, not less than 
3,000 persons fell in convulsions to the 
ground.—[Popular Scieuce Monthly.

AN ÜNTOWÁRD RESIGNATION. 
At the last meeting of the Viticultural 
Commission, Mr. Wetmore, the Chief 
Viticultural officer, tendered his resigna­ 
tion. In his letter to the Board he stated 
that the position was pecuniarily unprofi­ 
table to him ; that the pay was insufficient 
to support his family ; and that though he 
had been willing to sacrifice his own pros­ 
pects in order to benefit the State, he 
had encountered so much unjust criticism 
and opposition within as well as withont 
the Commission, that he wonld not endure 
the situation any longer. 
The Board 
received his communication with great 
surprise and regret, and at once united 
in passing a resolution asking him to recon­ 
sider his determination. 
He however 
remained firm in his resolution, only con­ 
senting to remain until his successor can 
be chosen. The withdrawal of Mr. Wet- 
more from the work to which he has de­ 
voted so much time, knowledge and 
energy, is a real misfortune. No other 
man has done a tithe of what he has 
accomplished for the viticultnral interest. 
He has educated himself most completely 
in the whole question by wide travel, 
observation, reading and experiment, and 
his experience has been literally invaluable 
to the vineyardists. It is so seldom that a 
man of his capacity and energy is obtainable 
for snch an office that every effort should 
have been made to smooth his path, and to 
induce him to remain in it. No man, how­ 
ever, can be expected to sacrifice his per­ 
sonal interests, to toil day and night, to 
devote his almost unique knowledge for 
the benefit of an interest, and after all to 
put up with unjust fault-finding, mean in­ 
sinuations, and even calumnious accusa­ 
tions, from those who are working with 
him, and from those whose welfare he is 
promoting. Mr. Wetmore had a perfect 
right to demand fair treatment. If he has 
had less than that, and we certainly do not 
question his assertions to this effect, he is 
fully justified in resigning. But viticult­ 
ure in California cannot afford to lose his 
services, though that consideration should 
have been thought of before by those who 
have driven him to take this step. 
THE FRENCH CRISIS. 
The failure of the Union Generate ap­ 
pears to have involved fewer suspensions 
than had been feared, and the tone of the 
Bonrse at last accounts was much firmer 
than could have been anticipated. The 
presumption is that a powerful effort has 
been made to check the downward tend­ 
ency, and that it has been successful for 
the time. It cannot, however, be believed 
that the collapse of the Union Generale 
will prove a more passing blow to the 
money market, and daring the next month 
there will no doubt be many wrecks. 


HR. BLAINE'S LETTER TO THE PRESI­ 
DENT. 
In his letter to the President, Mr. Blaine 
takes the position that the invitation to the 
South American Governments to unite in a 
Peace Congress was really the President’s 
own measure, inasmuch as he had fully in­ 
dorsed the project, though at the same 
time Mr. Blaine intimates that the concep­ 
tion was his, and that it had received the 
approval of President Garfield. Mr. Blaine 
having thus undertaken to fix the responsi­ 
bility npon the President, proceeds to crit­ 
icise the subsequent change of base made 
by the Administration very severely, and 
employs a citation from Secretary Freling- 
hnysen’s latest instructions to Treaeott to 
justify his inference that the reason given 
for the abandonment of the CoDgress was a 
fear of offending European powers. The 
language of Mr. Frelinghuysen, npon which 
this charge rests, is by no meanB lucid. The 
exact words are as follows : “ The United 
“ States is at peace with all the nations of 
“ the earth, and the President wishes here- 
“ after to determine whether it will con- 
“ duceto that general peace, which he would 
“ cherish at d promote, for this Government 
“ to enter into negotiations and consulta- 
“ tion for the promotion of peace with 
“ selected friendly 
nationalities with- 
“ out extending a like confidence to 
“ other 
peoples 
with 
whom 
the 
“ United States is on equally friendly 
“ terms. If such partial confidence would 
“ create jealousy and ill-will, peace, the 
“ object sought by such consultation, 
“ wonld not be promoted.” This Mr. 
Blaine interprets as the expression of an 
undignified and even servile regard for the 
opinion of some European powers. Bat 
Mr. Blaine does not appear to perceive that 
it is open to a very different construction, 
and one which it will be much harder to 
antagonize. His own theory is that the 
Congress he proposes would promote peace. 
Bat the essence of the later instructions to 
Trescott is really a doubt whether this 
would be the result. It may suit Mr. 
Blaine’s political purposes to repre­ 
sent the President as somehow dero­ 
gating from the independent and lofty 
attitude which this country is entitled to 
assume in such matters, but in taking this 
line he forgets that the preservation of 
peace cannot be secured by ignoring the 
conditions which make it attainable, and 
that it would be a very unreasonable, not 
to say absurd thing for the^United States 
to inaugurate a mission of this kind by 
trailing its coat a la Donnybrook Fair in 
the face of Europe. 
Of course the theory of the Adminis­ 
tration may be erroneous, but it is for Mr. 
Blaine to demonstrate that, and not to 
denounce the new policy on the extraor­ 
dinary ground that it does not ignore the 
dangers of failure. It might indeed be 
almost suspected that behind his peace 
proposals the late Secretary had really 
concealed some idea of organizing all the 
South American States in an alliance, 
offensive and defensive, against the Euro­ 
pean powers; that in truth he had had 
war quite as mnch as peace in his mind 
when he planned the Congress. So far as 
his shifting of the responsibility for the 
invitations to the Congress is concerned, 
he has certainly succeeded. He has made 
it clear that President Arthur must hold 
himself accountable for the measure, in 
fact; but he has not suceeeded in showing 
at all conclusively that the President’s 
change of policy was unwise or undigni­ 
fied. No doubt there is some awkward­ 
ness in the retreat from a position already 
established, but a Congress not held may 
be less unbecoming than a Congress held, 
and resulting in nothing. That such a Con­ 
gress would have effected no good is, we 
think, perfectly apparent. The conception 
was visionary and impractical to the last 
degree. And Mr. Blaine ought to remem­ 
ber that after all it is less undignified 
to withdraw from sn untenable position 
than it is to take up such a position with­ 
out due reflection. For the adoption of 
this Congress scheme it is clear that he 
himself is morally if not technically re­ 
sponsible, and if Presidents Garfield and 
Arthur indorsed it his enemies may suggest 
as the explanation that they reposed more 
confidence in his statesmanship than the 
facts warranted. 
They may have supposed that he would 
not have decided npon such a step without 
mature deliberation. It is true that this 
cannot bs held as excusing them from the 
obligation of independent examination. But 
the real trouble grows out of the fact 
that Mr. Blaine himself had not given the 
subject sufficient consideration. The cru­ 
dity of his ideas is indeed shown very 
conspicuously in his letter, where he ex­ 
presses the opinion that the Congress would 
tend to promote commercial relations of a 
more profitable kind with the South Amer­ 
ican States. Now every politician of any 
acumen is fully aware that our commer­ 
cial relations with South America are what 
they are by reason of our tariff. The lat­ 
ter renders it impracticable to exchange our 
manufactured goods for the raw produce 
of South America, and at the same time 
keep3 American manufactures at such high 
prices that we cannot compete with En­ 
gland in any foreign market. It would 
puzzle Mr. Blaine to show how the holding 
of a Peace Congress could change the ex­ 
isting conditions in this regard. 
No 
amount of resolutions and professions of 
mutual amity could diminish the draw­ 
backs which the tariff imposes upon our 
foreign trade, and as Mr. Blaine is a firm 
believer in Protection, it is not to be sup­ 
posed that he would favor any reduction of 
the tariff through Congressional action. 
But this is the kind of reckless and 
misty conceptions which have character­ 
ized his foreign policy throughout. During 
his brief tenure of the office of Secretary of 
State he displayed a disposition towards 
hasty and nnconsidered action so frequently 
as to have involved the Government in at 
least three distinct and very annoying em­ 
barrassments. He undertook to declare as 
the traditional policy of the United States 
a line of action which was distinctly 
negatived by an existing treaty. 
He 
proposed to suspend diplomatic relations 
with Chile because of the arrest of the 
Peruvian President, Calderon. And he 
pushed this scheme of a Peace Ccngress 
without having taken any pains to ascer­ 
tain whether it conld be made to produce 
any good results, or whether it might not 
precipitate the very evils it was intended 
to alleviate. On the whole we think that 
President Arthur will find little difficulty 
in showing that the sober second thought 
on this affair embodied the wisest policy 
he could follow. As regards the question 
of authority for the issue of the invitations, 
that is a matter which the Administration 
will have to settle with Congress. We do 
not know under what color of jurisdiction 
the Btep was taken, but we shall not be 
surprised to hear that in this instance also 
Mr. Blaine’s impulsive and too fertile im­ 
agination carried him away from the 
prosaic realms of the strictly permissible, 
and launched him into full action as a sort 
of Special Providence for Sonth America.

THE EXTENSION CF THE MAHOSE POLICY. 
A Washington dispatch 3ays that “ indi- 
“ cations are that the Administration be- 
“ licves in a policy of putting Federal 
“ offices where they will do the most good 
“ for the party,” and proceeds to state that 
the Southern .Republican manipulation of 
offices is about to be extended in qnite a 
systematic way. The concluding sentences 
of the dispatch referred to are very signifi­ 
cant : “ It is the purpose of the Republi- 
“ can party to make coalitions wherever 
“ they can to advantage in the approaching 
“ Congressional elections in the South, and 
“ the Administration favors this plan. 
“ They expect in this way to offset possible 
“ Democratic gains in the North.” We 
regard this as a fatally mistaken policy. 
It is not new, and it has not even the faint 
merit of doubtfulness. 
It is the identical 
plan which the Grant stalwarts tried in the 
third and fourth years of the latter’s sec­ 
ond term. And it then resulted in an 
almost overwhelming defeat of the Republi­ 
can party. The idea that possible Demo­ 
cratic gains in the North may be counter­ 
acted by Republican gains in the South 
means neither more nor less than that the 
Republican leaders who have reason to 
know that their course is becoming more 
and more distasteful to the intelligence of 
the North, hope to maintain themselves, 
and prevent the overthrow of that party 
upon which they depend, by enlisting the 
aid of the ignorance of the South. They 
are in fact willing to barter that support 
which signifies intelligent approval of their 
policy, for that support which represents 
only the unenlightened docility of ignorant 
negroes, drilled and voted by “ machine ” 
politicians of the worst type. 
The 
“ possible Democratic gains at the North” 
should be read “ probablo Republican 
“ defections,” for that is what is im­ 
plied. The men who were repudiated by 
the intelligence of the Republican party 
when they undertook to parcel out the 
South into political satrapies, and to con­ 
vert the party into a mere engine for the 
further aggrandizement of an individual, 
to the manifest peril of democratic institu­ 
tions, and in shameless defiance of the 
swarming proofs of incapacity and corrup­ 
tion which their policy had revealed, hare 
apparently lost all hopes of winning the 
North over to their views, and have there­ 
fore turned to the South as a last reBort. 
Aud their first exploit, namely, the base 
and humiliating Mahone bargain, was an 
unmistakable indication of the lengths 
they are prepared to go in the new direc­ 
tion. For the sake of securing the adhe­ 
sion of the negro vote in Virginia they in 
that case deliberately indorsed, and what 
is worst gave the party imprimatur to, the 
most villainous programme of naked repu­ 
diation ever yet conceived, and even set 
their conscienceless press at work to jus­ 
tify and approve the infamy. After that 
it would be a mere proof of mental imbe­ 
cility to affect any hope that a regard for 
the honor and credit of the organization 
will restrain them from indecencies and 
outrages. But their dishonest programme 
will fail. They cannot secure in the South 
enough votes to constitute a set-off to 
their losses at the North. The Republican 
party will not countenance or condone 
their acts, and it will rid itself of their 
domination at any cost whatever. 


THE SENTENCE CF GUITEAU. 
Guiteau has been refused a new trial, 
and sentenced to be hanged on the 30th of 
June. 
This, however, does not end the 
case. His counsel will now appeal to the 
Supreme Court in bank, and during the 
General Term their exceptions and points 
will bs argued. There is really but one 
possibility of a hitch in the further pro­ 
ceedings, and that relates to the vexed 
question of jurisdiction. The only case in 
point is favorable to Guiteau. In the year 
1S09 a man named Bladen was indicted for 
manslaughter in the District of Columbia. 
The mortal blow was inflicted at Alexan­ 
dria, which wa3 then within the District, 
and the victim died in the State of Mary­ 
land. In that case the prisoner was tried 
and found guilty, but subsequently dis­ 
charged on a ruling of the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the District of 
Columbia. The Court held “ that as the 
“ death happened iu St. Mary’s county, in 
“ Maryland, although the fatal stroke was 
“ given here, the judgment must be for the 
“ prisoner, the offense not being complete 
“ within our jurisdiction.” The question 
is whether any change in the law has oc­ 
curred since that decision was rendered. 
It has been maintained by some lawyers 
that such a change has occurred, but others 
are of opinion that the statutes relied upon 
do not really apply to such a crime as Gui- 
teau’s. It is, however, true that Judge 
Cox has already ruled upon this question of 
jurisdiction, and that in doing so he did 
not refer to the Bladen case in any way. 
He expressed his conviction that both 
English and American authority was 
“ decidedly in 
favor of jurisdiction 
“ where the blow had taken place,” 
and in taking 
this ground there 
can bo no donbt that he adopted 
the most rational view of the question. 
The strongest circumstance in support of 
the theory that this view will also be taken 
by the Court in bank is the probability 
that Judge Cox consulted his colleagues 
before rendering hi3 own decision. It is 
not probable that in a matter of such vital 
consequence he wonld have encountered 
the risk of a reversal of his ruling by the 
full Bench, and therefore it may be said 
that the weight of presumption remains in 
favor of the concurrence of the Court in 
the position alieady taken by him. Even 
should this be the result of the appeal, 
however, the execution of the assassin 
cannot now tak e place until within two 
days of the anniversary of his crime. 
There would perhaps have been a certain 
dramatic fitness in naming that anniver­ 
sary as the day of his death, but there are 
two sufficient objections to such a step. 
In the first place the 2d of July falls thiB 
year on a Sunday. In the second place it 
would not have been desitable that the 
memory of Guiteau should be connected 
in any way with a day which ought to re­ 
call no other thoughts than those of regret 
for the murdered President. 
HR. BENNETT AGAIN. 
James Gordon Bennett evidently intends 
to conclude his Arctic research in the 
munificent way he began it. He has asked 
the Secretary of the Navy to call Lieuten­ 
ant Danenhauer home, that he may have 
reatment for his eyes, and has offered to 
provide all the requisite medical attend­ 
ance for him and the other crippled mem­ 
bers of the expedition. He has also pro­ 
posed to undertake the full charge of the 
search for DeLong and Lieutenant Chipps. 
Secretary Hunt has recalled Danenhauer 
in accordance with this suggestion, but he 
has sent two officers over to join the search 
for Chipps, representing that the Navy 
Department considers it proper to do so 
much for its own officers. All of which is 
very creditable to M-. Bennett.

S an Jose, February 4th.—Dick Fellows, 
the noted stage robber, was captured at 6 
o’clock this evening, near Guadalur e mines, 
by Chief Haskell and Constable Edsoa, of 
this city.

He 
wa9 sitting dow n and was taken unawares, 
and made no resistance. The officers brought 
him to the County Jail, where he now is. 
Detective J. B. Hume, who is in town, will 
take charge of him on Monday and take him to 
Salinas City for trial fur robbing the Soledad 
stage on the 13th of January. Fellows is a 
very intelligent man, and Hume considers 
him the boss stage robber of the coast. Since 
July last he has robbed seven stages, and r, - 
lieved Wells, Fargo & Co. of thousands of dol­ 
lars. After his escape from Constable Burke, 
one week ago, he made his way across Guada­ 
lupe creek, and remained concealed in an out­ 
house two days, when he went to Dr. Guni- 
kel’s barn, on Stockton avenue, and stayed 
until routed out last Thursday afternoon. 
Then he started toward Los Gatos, and that 
night hid in a haystack. Oa Friday he got 
a case-knife at a house, an 1 during the day 
removed his handcuff.

S a n ta R osa, February 4th.—The trouble 
in the town of Sonoma over railroad mettere, 
Wednesday night, was lees violent and seri­ 
ous than has been reported Colonel Dona­ 
hue’s right of way to lay his railway track 
from Sonoma to Glen Ellen was resisted by 
Mr. Weyl, a vineyardist, through whose 
lands to line ran.

Hales told him to wait until he came out, 
as he wanted to see him. He again said, 
“ Ain’t you going to tell me good-by ?” Hales 
drew on his pants as quickly as possible aud 
started to the parlor, when he heard two Bhots 
in quick succession. When he got in he 
found Woods lying on the sofa, with his 
brains oozing out, apparently dead. He 
lived a couple of hours. The examination 
showed two bullet wounds in his head, about 
half an inch apart. One of the balls lodged 
in the brain, and the other went through and 
lodged in the wall. The deceased had been 
employed in the house as barkeeper or night 
watch since July 1st. 


C onvention o f F ruit-G row ers. 
. Ione, February 5th.—Pursuant to notice, 
the fruit-growers of Amador county met here 
in convention yesterday, for the purpose of 
adopting measures by. which a successful war 
might be waged against the codling moth and 
other insects damaging to fruit. A number 
of evidences of the frightful ravages of these 
insects were produced, in the shape of de­ 
cayed branches and roots of the trees. It was 
acknowledged by all present that these pests 
had made terrible inroads on the fruit trees 
of this county, and by a unanimous vote re­ 
solved to commence a war of extermination 
upon them. As this was the first convention 
of the kind in the county, a great interest was 
manifested, and steps were taken to organize 
a County Fruit-growers Society, for which 
purpose another meeting will be held in Sut­ 
ter Cieek on the 8th of April. 
D ropped D ead—O ut o f D anger. 
H o lliste r , February 5th.—John Me- 
Averi, a native of Ireland, a farmer, aged 
42, dropped dead last night of heart disease.

Ou the night of 
February 2d some of the San Carlos baud 
were in the Wnite Mountain Indian ca-np, 
when hot words were followed by shooting. 
One San Carlos Indian was instantly killed. 
Then a general conflict ensued, and several 
were wonnded. News was received at San 
Carlos, when a band of scoutB was sent, who 
captnred eight prisoners, but not without con­ 
siderable resistance, resulting in wounding 
three of the prisoners. Some of the prison­ 
ers, especially one, were concerned in the 
Cibicu trouble. A number of the scouts are 
out, but nothing serious is expected to result, 
it being simply a fend among the Indians. 
The Tombstone Nugget has changed hands. 
Tbe Dos Cabezas Gold Hole is the name of 
a paper just started at Dos Cabezas, Cochise 
county. 
John H. Marion has commenced the publi­ 
cation of the Prescott Morning Courier. This 
give* Prescott three daily papers. 
Advices are received from Guaymas, Mex­ 
ico, to January 29 ,h. The steamer Sonora 
left for Mazatlan with General Carbo, who 
go:s with orders to regálate certain revolu­ 
tionary tendencies which have broken out 
there. 
A male child was found near the railroad 
track, some two milee from Punta Arenas, 


dead, tied up in a sack. The police are on 
the track of the culpable parties.

Tucson. February bth.—A Citizen special 
from Willcox says : Advices received from 
San Carks say : The Chief of Police was 
notified about 10 o’clock last night of another 
“ tiswin” party. H e left at once .for the 
camp, two miles from here, and captured 
thirteen bucks aud one wounded squaw, who 
had been knifed during the drinking. The 
balance of the Indians got away. The Chief 
of Police destroyed two large ollas full of 
tiswin, and is now out with scouts to compel 
tbe tribe to move within sight of the Agency 
to be watched. 
A Citizen special from Charleston says : 
Springer and Hackee, of thii place, were 
robbed last night for the second time. Tbe 
men entered the store about half-pa3t 10, and 
with drawn revolvers compelled the clerks to 
keep quiet while Mr. Springer was compelled 
to open the safe and take uut what money 
there was on hand, amounting to abont $800, 
After securing it they joined a man whom 
they had left on guard outside, and quietly 
rode away. It daily becomes apparent that 
there is no protection for life or property 
here. There is not an officer here to go in 
pursuit. 
A Citizen special from Willcox says : Some 
excitement was canse here last night by tbe 
prolonged tooting of a Southern Pacific en­ 
gine, which turned out to be a fire alarm. A 
large quantity of hay, belonging to Mr. 
Courtney, mysteriously caught fire, but was 
got under control before it commuuicated 
with other property. 


NEW MEXICO. 
Fire at Demlng. 
D eming, February 4th.—A fire broke out 
here about 6:30 this morning in a saloon 
owned by D. R. Kane. The outer part was 
in flames when Mr. Tucker, the Deputy 
Sheriff, who was sleeping in the building, 
was awakened, being suffocated from smoke. 
The alarm was given, and everything possi­ 
ble was done to save this and the adjoining 
buildings, but the fire was under such head­ 
way that it swept everything before it. It 
burnt the adjoining buildings, a faloon occu­ 
pied by Billy Burns, and also the Postoffice, 
belonging to C. II. Dane. Nothing of conse­ 
quence was saved. The probable loss will 
reach about $12,060. The losses are as fol­ 
lows : 
C. H. Dane, $3 000; D. R. Kane, 
$6,500 ; Billy Burns, $250.

A M orm on D eclaration . 
S alt L ake, February 4th.—A report re­ 
cently submitted in the Council Branch of 
the Utah Legislature contains over fifty pages 
of bravado and defiance to the United States 
Government. The leading polygamists, tak­ 
ing a more sober after-thought, are endeavor­ 
ing to suppress it. The Tribune prints ex­ 
tracts, which were secured when the document 
was firet read in the Council. Daniel Wells, 
ex-Commander of the Nauvoo Legion, and 
Mose Thatcher, wrote the report. The Trib­ 
une publishes such extracts as it could secure, 
as follows: “ Were we not impelled by a 
sense of duty, not only in justice to ourselves 
hut to our constituents, to notice this part of 
the message, we would gladly pursue the ex­ 
cellent and efficient policy of our honorable 
and intelligent predecessors, who have usually 
borne with great patience and forbearance, 
treating with silent indifference the slander­ 
ous harangue! on these subjects usually given 
at the opening of Legislative a-semblages. But 
the seeming united persistence in forcing upon 
Congress and a too credulous public 
false impressions concerning Utah in 
the matters treated upon in His Ex­ 
cellency's review of the political situ­ 
ation, must be our owu apology for de­ 
viating in the present instance from those 
wise and perhaps, more dignified, examples 
of the past.” The report then Baid in sub­ 
stance that the Legislature would gladly 
“ assimilate the Territory of Utah, so far as 
the lavys and business were concerned, with 
the country of which it is and must forever be 
an important part, and alwayB had endeavored 
so to do; that all cases of obstruction to busi­ 
ness have come from the outside element, 
not from the permanent and 
repre­ 
sentative citizens; that the committee re­ 
gretted that the turmoil raised by carpet­ 
baggers had kept capital away; that the 
Legislature would gladly 1 secure the fullest 
blessings of American citizenship’ on behalf 
of 150,000 constituents, and who deemed it 
the proudest boast of their forefathers that 
they were citizens of this glorious Republic.” 
iu relation ¿«the question of religious liberty, 
the committee reported that its religion came 
from heaveD, and it knew of no earthly 
tribunal competent to regulate its affairs but 
the church. 


IDAHO. 
H om icide In a saloon . 
B oise C ity, January 5th —On the night of 
the 3d instant, in Weieer City, 75 miles west 
of here, John Smith shot and instantly killed 
James Johnson in Cox’s saloon. They had 
some angry words daring the day about a 
dance that came off the night before. On 
meeting in the evening Smith told Johnson 
that he could whip him for $500. Johnson 
agreed to go out of doors and fight. Smith 
told him to get ready. He stripped for the 
fight, and telling Smith he was ready, Smith 
put a bullet through him, causing instant 
death. Smith has a family. Johnson was a 
single man, formerly from Jackson county, 
OregOD.

L arge F uneral.—The funeral of Mike 
Bryte, City Fire Commissioner and ex-Skeriff 
of Sacramento, took place from his late resi­ 
dence, Eleventh and E streets, yesterday at 2 
P.M. The funeral services were conducted by 
the Itev. T. H. B. Anderson. The following 
organizations were represented in the pro­ 
cession : City Board of Fire Commissioners ; 
Union Lodge, No. 58, F. and A. M ; Sacra­ 
mento Lodge, No. 2. I. O. O. F.; Cosutnnes 
Tribe, No. 14, Bed Men ; Sacramento Fire 
Department, and the city police force. Chief 
Karcber, with the entire police force in uni­ 
form, marched at the head of the procession, 
followed by the Second Artillery band. Af­ 
ter the band came the Fire Department, with 
their engines and trucks tastefully decorated 
in mourning. Tne Department force was led 
by Chief Engineer Sullivan, supported by his 
assistants. The firemen were in full uniform. 
The decorations of the hook and ladder truck 
and two of th« engines were especially pro­ 
fuse and beautiful, and attracted the atten­ 
tion of all who saw the procession, and drew 
out for the firemen the warmest compliments 
on the good taste they had shown in doing 
honor to the memory of one of the heads of 
the Department, a man whom every one of the 
force esteemed. The procession was the largest 
of the kind ever beheld in this city. It 
reached from J street to the City Cemetery, 
and waB over half an hour passing a given 
point. The pall-bearers were : Masons—J.

A JOURNALISTIC ANNIVERSARY. 
The proprietors of the Sacramento Daily 
Eveniny Bee Saturday evening celebrated the 
close of the quarter centennial year o ^ - 
existence of that journal by a social rsnmon 
and banqnet at Peterson’s Restaurant. The 
occasion was one of much interest, and drew 
together a body of citizens representative of 
this community, and who did honor to the 
occasion and were honored in turn by the 
most cordial hospitality and considerate at­ 
tentions on the part of the hosts, Messrs. 
James McClatchy, J ohn F. Sheehan and C. K. 
McClatchy. The guests assembled at 8 o’clock 
in rooms over the restaurant, where the hosts 
received them, and at 8:30 they were escorted 
to the dining saloon below, and were seated 
115 in numb r. They included ail the at­ 
taches of the Bit office and a large number of 
gentlemen of this city, and some from abroad. 
The tables ia the main room were there in 
number, two being longitudinal with the 
room, the third uniting them at the upper 
end of the hail. In the front room and run­ 
ning back to the main tables was a fourth 
one, and in a room opening off of the main 
hall, the carrier boys and boys employed 
about the Bee office occupied a special table. 
The banquet was under the immediate di­ 
rection of W. F. Peterson, the caterer, and 
was in all respects creditable to his reputa­ 
tion as such. It was served promptly and 
efficiently, and was varied, ample and^ in 
keeping with the importance of the occasion. 
The bill of tare was printed 0:1 neat tinted 
cards, each bearing on the first page a steel 
plate vignette, and on the fourth page these

At the middle of the cross table, which 
faced all the others, James McClatchy, the 
senior proprietor and editor-in-chief of the 
Bee, presidrd. O.r his right hand sat Mayor 
John Q. Brown and Rev. J. H. C. Bonte, 
Secretary of the Board of Regents, Berkeley. 
On his left Wm. H. Mills, manager of the 
Recoed Union, George F. Parsons, editor- 
in-chief of the Record Union, John H. 
Carroll, of James I. Felter & Co., and Dr. 
G. G. Tyrrell. At the foot of one of the 
tables John F. Sheehan, business manager of 
the Bee, presided, and at the foot of the 
other C. K. McClatchy, junior proprietor of 
the Bee. 
After the d shes bad been du’y discussed, 
James McClatchy called to order and formal­ 
ly welcomed the guests again. 
Mr. Mills, of the Record-Union, thou 
arose and said he bad been honored with the 
privilege of proposing the first and principal 
toast of the evening. He gave “ The Occa­ 
sion we Celebrate—the Q rarter Centennial 
Anniversary of the Sacramento Bee." 
Ha called upon 
“ its veteran editor,” 
James 
McClatchy, to respond. 
Mr. 
MoClatcby arose amidst warm applause. 
He said that some of the invitad guests were 
unable to be present, a number had sent 
letters of regret, and these ho requested Mr. 
Sheehan to read before he himself responded 
to the toast. The letters were accordingly 
read. Among these was a letter from Luring 
Pickering, of ti e San Francisco Call, and 
whose health Mr. Mills proposed, pro­ 
nouncing him the Nestor of the Press 
of the P c.fic, and the company drank 
his health with a will. Letters were also 
read from Philip Roacb, of San Francisco ; 
Colonel Jackcu. of the San Fr ad cisco Post, 
and M. H. DeYoung, of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and the health of these gentlemen 
was honored each by separate and hearty 
toasts. Letters were read also from B1 B. 
Redding, D. M. Burns and others, and a dis­ 
patch also from Governor Pei If ios, regretting 
his absenca. 'The letter of Mr. Bedding was 
in an exceedingly witty vein, and provoked 
much merriment. 
Mr. McClatchy then, in response to the 
first toast, spoke at length. He gave a con­ 
cise history of the Bee, its trials and its tri­ 
umphs. In the course of his remarks he said 
he had never attained satisfactory financial 
success with the Bee until he had associated 
with himself John F. Sheehan in the man­ 
agement of the paper. He also referred to 
the fact that in the earlier history of the 
paper the proprietors had more than once, 
after pajiug off all the attaches on a Satur­ 
day night, gone home without a cent to show 
for their labor. But they always paid off, 
knowing that if they couldn’t do it one week, 
it would be all I he harder to pay at the end 
of two weeks. He sketched the course ( f the 
Bee, and warmly pronounced its attachment 
to Sacramento and its devotion to her in­ 
terests 
Mr. Mills proposed three cheers for the 
Bee, and they were given with a wili, and 
then thne more for Mr. McClatchy, who re­ 
turned thanks for the compliment and said 
that if he had ever differed with Mr. Mills it 
was because he was Tight and Mr. Mills was 
wrong. [Laughter.] The latter obtaining 
the floor responded that he was present to 
rejoice sincerely with the rest in the success 
of the Bee. He had differed with the Bee, 
but it was because the Bee was wrong. Under 
no other circumstances would he have dif­ 
fered with it. [Laughter.] He had realized 
how difficult it nad been to keep “ our con­ 
temporary ” in the right path, and he pre 
sumed it had given his neighbor a great deal 
of trouble to keep its contemporary straight. 
Sometimes the Bee had been with the Record- 
Union, and then it was when they were 
right. [Laughter.] “ But whether sweetened 
by the Bee's honey, or wounded by its sting, 
we have always been able to exercise toward 
it the sublime charity of the prayer: 
’ Father, forgive them, they kn iw not what 
they do.’ ” [Laughter and applause ] 
Mr. McClatchy then assured the guests of 
the informality of the occasion an i that the 
toasts would be few and that no man had had 
any notice of intention to call on them for a 
respinse. Ha gave “ The State of Califor­ 
nia," ana called on Attorney-Genera! Hart 
to respond, which that gentlamaa did in a 
happy vein, though suggesting that the theme 
was too exalted for impromptu iff art. He 
then proceeded to pay an el quent tribute to 
the State, her industries, her people and her 
representative men. 
Mr. McClatchy gave “ The City of Sacra­ 
mento.” and Mayor Brown was called on to 
respond, which he did, referrjpg to her past 
trials, her late rapid advancement and her 
beautiful homes, and paid a compliment to 
the Bee as one of the institutions of the city. 
Mr. McClatchy then gave “ The Gieat 
Transcontinental Railroad, Whose Hea:t is 
Here,” and called on J. R. Watson to re­ 
spond, which he did, prefacing his remarks 
with frank compliuoent3 ta the Bee. He 
paid a glowing tribute to the men who con­ 
ceived and accomplished the construction of 
the raiiroa i, and sketched briefly the history 
of that great work. 
The toast-master then gave “ The Political 
Press,” and called on Dr. McKaig, of the 
Stockton Independent, to respond. 
Dr. McKaig said he had come out of curi­ 
osity to see what manner of men they were 
who could make a newspaper live a quarter of 
a century through all the vicissitudes of Cali­ 
fornia life. He said men may deny it as they 
will, but they all read the newspapers ; make 
a mistake as to a name, or put in a line that 
cm he construed into a slur and you’ll find 
out if the paper is read. [Laughter.] The 
power of the political press is manifest in the 
unearthing of all manner of frauds. It was 
the spark that came from the loyal press that 
ignited the universal enthusiasm which saved 
this country. [Applause] 
Mr. "Sheehan here announced the presence 
of the orchf stra of Emerson’s Minstrel troupe, 
which had called to compliment the Bee wuh 
music, and the baud then played a march 
composed for and dedicated to the paper. 
Tne Chair then proposed “ Education, the 
Bulwark of Liberty,” and called upon Mr. 
Bonte to respond, which he did. After some 
humorous sallies, he spoke at length upon the 
sentiment r.f the toa«t, the entire thought be­ 
ing that true education is not the stuffing of 
men with knowledge, but the drawing of them 
out. That is the great túndame- tal principle 
of all trne education. The University of 
California has produced no dreameis, but her 
graduates are found, almost to a man, in 
practical callings that make them independ 
eot and leaders in some practical business. 
He referred warmly to the career of the men 
the guests were then doing honor to. 
Mr. McClatchy then gave “ The Country 
Press ”—which Bentiment was responded to in 
a felicitous manner by Ed. F. Leake, of the 
Dixon Tribune. 
Mr. McClatchy then gave “ Our Con­ 
temporary, the R eco rd U n io n ,” and called 
on Mr. MUla to respond, which he did. He 
congratulated the proprietors of the Bee on 
their success, and sincerely wished the m its 
continuance in the future. He referred to 
the fact that while the papers differed at 
times, each holding to whai it honestly con­ 
ceives to be right, the readers of each had 
been spared the infliction of acrimonious news­ 
paper controversies, and no issues in debate had 
at any time degenerated into professional 
jealousies. The thought of the age advances, 
civilization makes steady and irresistible pro­ 
gress, and while journalism may net lead too 


far in advan .v, it most at least keep abreast 
of the progress of the times. The R ecord- 
U nion has sought to occupy this high po-i- 
tion. It has not spared errors intrenched be­ 
hind venerable tradition ; it has not been 
bound in the chains of blind partisanship or 
permitted to enslaving superstition refuge in 
the claim to infalibility; it has, in a word, 
sought to be an exp ment of the highest ideas 
of modern civilization. 
The C’bair then gave, “ A Learned and U p­ 
right Judiciary—the sheet anchor of the ship 
of State,” and called on Judge S. C. Demon 
to respond, which he did, referring to the 
methods of our government and the manner 
in which the judiciary is chosen, and that 
there depends on the will of the people the 
enforcement of all right and the redress 
of all wrong, the acquiescence in the 
just decrees of the Courts, and the 
observance of the dictates of the law. 
In concluding he complimented the junior 
of the Bee firm and called out Mr. O. K. Me- 
Clat"fcy, who responded by returning his 
thanks for the compliment. The Chair gave 
"The Ladies, God blee« them,” and called on 
Edward Curtis,of San Francisco, to respond, 
which he did in a happy vein, referring to the 
fact that he was probably cailed on to re­ 
spond to that toast because he was unmar­ 
ried. Passing from badinage to seriousness, 
he paid a high tribute to tne women of the 
land.Mr. Sheehan, the regular toasts being con­ 
cluded, proposed “ The Medical Profession; 
may its representatives grow fat and rich, 
but not at our expense,” and called on Dr. 
Tyrrell to rpspond, which he did in a witty 
manner an 1 amidst much applause. Mr. 
Sheehan gave the toast, “ The Grangers,” 
and called on E. VV. Maslin to reply, as the 
owner of a rabbit ranch in Placer. Mr. 
Maslin responded in a humorous Bpeech, 
provocative of much merriment. 
Mr. Sheehan then proposed “ The Memory 
of Jeremiah O'Leary ” (deceased partner of 
the firm), and the toast was drank standing 
and in silence. 
Mr. McClatchy then gave “ The Bar of 
Sacramento,” and called on Judge T. B. Mc­ 
Farland to respond, which ha did, and having 
the “ press men ” for once at an advantage he 
criticised them mercilessly in a very merry 
and humorous speech. 
Mr. Sheehan gave the trast “ Our Boys,” 
to which Superintendent Campbell, on call, 
responded, dwelling on the duty and privi­ 
lege of the preas of the land to engage in the 
education of the youth of the land, by main­ 
taining a high standard of journalism and the 
exercise of a wise judgment in the publication 
of reading matter. His remarks were listened 
to with much interest. 
The Chair then called on L. C. Chandler, 
as one of the founders aud early proprietors 
of the Bee. Mr. Chandler responded with a 
very interesting account of the early days of 
the paper and reminiscences of the men who 
founded the paper. 
The Chairman then announced that the 
hour of closing had arrived. The entire com­ 
pany arose and sang “ Auld Lang Syne,” and 
after a final exchange of greetiogs the guests 
departed. 
IN THE CHURCHES. 
Services were held in tin churches yester­ 
day as usual. In the First Baptist Church 
the hand of fellowship was extended to con­ 
verts. In Calvary Baptist Church the sacra­ 
ment of baptism was observed. In St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church Rev. Carroll M. Davis 
preached at 11 A. M. from Matthew xx., 6 : 
" Why si and ye here all the day idle ? ” He 
sai i that no sentence could better express in 
so few words the coming season of penitence 
and prayer. To-day the Church would re­ 
mind us that there are times for other 
thoughts than those of praise and thanksgiv­ 
ing to God, for His great goodneBS in mani­ 
festing tho glory and power of His blessed 
Son. Praise and thankfulness are right and 
our bounder, duty, but they are not enough; 
stronger evidences than mere words are nec­ 
essary to show our appreciation of this loving 
and beneficent gift of God. Aud so, in the 
midst of our joy and happiness, lest in our 
pursuit of pleasure we should forget our 
Higher duties and aims, she appoints for us 
the parable of the laborers in the vineyard. 
We may not understand its fuil meaning, but 
we may draw from it one or two practical 
lessons. 
The householder, he said, represents (5 id 
himself; the vineyard is His kingdom. The 
day and hons have been variously inter­ 
preted. Fancy, which roams at will over the 
field of parables as over that of prophecy, may 
think she discovers, in the different hours at 
which the laborers were called, the different 
periods in the history of the church. Through 
all the different periods, the Jew3 only were 
called until the eleventh hour, when the Gen­ 
tiles and heathen also were called to equal 
privileges—called within the pale of a church, 
which, made for mankind, recognized no 
eternal distinctions, knowing men neither as 
Jew or Greek, barbarian or Scythian, bond or 
free. Another interpretation, more instruc­ 
tive perhaps, would refer these hours to the 
different periods of our earthly life—child­ 
hood, youth, manhood and old age—to show 
that the call is made again and again. 
He asked, Bha'.l we interpret the penny as 
temporal reward? Notice, it is paid at the 
end of the day. Temporal blessings always 
accompany ; eternal reward follows. It seems 
far belter to interpret the penny a3 eternal 
salvation. Nor need this make it a mere 
matter of wages. The gift of eternal life is 
a gift of grace, not of merit, and in p int of 
fact that is the chief lesson of this parable. 
It is a warning against selfishness and self­ 
righteousness. In the preceding chapter we 
have the account of the young mar. who came 
to Jesus to know what he should do to have 
eternal life; but, on being told, he turned 
away sorrowful—the price was too high, be­ 
cause he acted from a regard to self aud n6t 
to God, and sought eternal life on the score 
of his own merits and not on the ground of 
mercy. And the question of St. Peter, im­ 
mediately following, shows a no more worthy 
spirit. We can, he said, have no claim upon 
the kingdom of God. We cannot hope to be 
worthy of it, and yet we may expect to 
reach it, if we will bat be diligent in our 
calling.

The 
rooms of the San Francisco Association aie 
very attractively fitted up and furnished, and 
consist of reiding-rooms, gymnasium and an 
extensive library, which are open day and 
evening. Arrangements for procuring em­ 
ployment and suitable boarding places for 
young men are also maintained. 
Attempted Suicide.—L ist evening about 
6 o’clock the people in the neighborhood of 
the Metropolitan Theater were startled by 
the report of a pistol shot, and it was soon 
ascertained that a man had attempted suicide. 
The facts as near as can be learned are these : 
James Knox Berry, a man about thirty-five 
years of age, and who has been running for 
the past few months what was known as the 
“ Baby Racket,” on K street, between Fourth 
and Fifth, had been drinking some during the 
day, and was considerably under the influence 
of liquor. He stepped into a saloon, called 
for a drink of Apuliinaiis water, and invited a 
friend who was present to join him.

He 
has a wife and two children. During the 
past week or so, it is understood, be has been 
playing heavily at faro, and lost, and this is 
the reason perhaps for the rash act.

A 
resolution to that effect was adopted, when 
the meeting adjourned until Friday, when 
the organization will be perfected.

Denis Kearney addressed a large crowd 
this afternoon at the sand lot. 
ST. PATRICK’S DAY. 
This afternoon the St. Patrick’s Day Con­ 
vention met at Irish-American Hall, for the 
purpose of making arrangements for the 
proper observance of the 17th of March. 
Officers were chosen, aud the usnal commit­ 
tees appointed to make preparations. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
In the Howes forgery case in the United 
States District Court, the jury failed to agree. 
Professor Henry Barnard, who kept a busi­ 
ness college at 120 Sutter 9treet, disappeared 
January 25th, and has not since been beard 
of. It is believed that he was financially in­ 
volved. 
The Garfield Monument Association has 
just issued a very artistic and handsome cer­ 
tificate, which will be issued to all persons 
who have subscribed §1 or over to the fund 
for the erectionof a moLUment to the memory 
of President Garfield in this city. 
It has been decided to remove the County 
Clerk’s office from the rooms it now occupies 
in the old City Hall to those at present occu­ 
pied by the Surveyor in the new hall. The 
offices of the latter official will be removed to 
the top floor of the new City Hall. 
0 Daring the month of January the Super­ 
intendent of the Boys’ and GirL’ Aid Society 
provided and cared for nineteen homeless 
children—three girla and sixteen boys. E'ght 
of these were provided with homes in the 
country, seven were placed in homes in the 
city, two were returned to parents or guard­ 
ians, and two remain in the Home, 
Judg s Rosenbaum has announced that from 
this tinefcrtb, and until che constitutionality 
of the Sunday law is- finally determined, he 
will not issue any warran's for the arre t of 
persons who may be charged with violation 
of th¡9 law, as he dues not wish to harass and 
annoy respectable tradesmen by having them 
arrested under the provisions of a law about 
whi h there appears to be so much doubt as 
to its constitutionality. 
Department Two of tho Supreme Court 
yesterday rendered its decision in ex parte 
Chiu Yan, on habeas corpus. The petitioner 
was convicted in the Police Court, under Sec­ 
tion 33 of Order No. 1,587 of the city and 
county of San Francisco, of a misdemeanor, 
in visiting a place for the practice of gam­ 
bling. If wa3 contended that the erder was 
void, inasmuch as it made it an offense to 
visit a house od one side of I.arkia street, and 
not upon the other. In passing upon the 
issues raised, the Court held that the power 
to legislate by order or regulation is plainly 
given by the Act of April 25, 1863 (Stats. 
1863, p. 540), “ To prohibit and suppressor 
exclude from certain limits” all houses of 
gaming, to do the same thing as to all prac­ 
tices against good morals, and contrary to 
public order and decency. The power to act 
within certain limits is conferred. The limits 
must be defined by the Board of Supervisors. 
This matter of limits is left to their judg­ 
ment and discretion. The Legislature has 
vested it in them by a valid Act, and the Court 
cannot revise the exercise of this discretion 
by the Board. 
Thursday night officer Burdiek, who is on 
the Chinatown detail, and nicknamed by the 
Chinese “ B'uediek," followed a Chinaman 
into a house on the corner of Pacific street 
and Bartlett alley, aud found himself in the 
presence of two Chinamen, who were behind 
a c mnter, on which was spread out all the 
material and tickets used in carrying on a 
Chinese lottery. Burdick glanced at them 
for a moment, and was congratulating him­ 
self on his easy capture, when suddenly one 
of the two men who was standing upright 
dropped out of sight, and before Burdick 
could recover from his astonishment, the sec­ 
ond man moved downwards. In a moment 
Burdick reached over the counter, caught the 
queue of the disappearing, and held it, ex­ 
claiming, “ No you don’t i I’m going to have 
you or a part of you I ” At this moment the 
Chinaman was caught by his clothing and 
hauled up again and handcuffed. The officer 
examined the piemises aud found in the fl .or 
a trap—similar to those used on the stage of 
a theater—for the purpose of permitting vio­ 
lators of the law to escapa upon the approach 
of officers. He took his prisoner to the Cen­ 
tral Station and lccked him up for carrying 
on a lottery shop. 
George C. Gottung was sentenced Satur­ 
day to ten years in the State Prison for kill­ 
ing his wife in Juno last, he having been 
found guilty of manslaughter. Shortly after 
pronouncing of sentence and Gottung’s re­ 
moval from the Court-room to the County 
-Jail, ex-Police Judge Davis Louderback, 
Gottung’s counsel, entered the private office 
of Under Sheriff Wands, and asked for a 
permit for himself, Justice of the Peace Pen- 
nie and two friends to visit Gotturg at the 
jail. The permit was made out as requested, 
and upon it the quartet, consisting of Judge 
Pennie, ex-Judge Louderback, Guttung’s 
brother and Miss Mary E. Willie, gained ad­ 
mittance to the jail. A request was made 
upon Chief Jailer Green that the entire party 
he allowed to see Gottung alone. The latter 
was removed from his cell to one used as a 
reception room, the door of which was closed 
after the five had entered. A suspicious 
quietness within the cell induced one of the 
jailers to peer through the keyhole, and that 
moment he saw Gottung in the act of slip 
ping a gold ring on the young lady’s finger. 
It flashed upon him at once that he saw tlu 
legal consummation of a marriage, and he 
at once communicated his suspicions to Mr. 
Green. The latter approached the cell to sat­ 
isfy himself, when the door was thrown open 
and the murderer and his blushing bride sto-ci 
framed in the opening. Neither the new- 
made couple, the Judge who made them so, 
nor the witnesses to the legal wedding, would 
vouchsafe any explanation of the matter, ex­ 
cept to say that a marriage had taken place, 
the parties to the contract being the wife- 
killer and Miss Willis. A few moments’ 
sweet communion together in the presence of 
witnesses was given the fresh-made bride and 
bridegroom, and at its conclusion the convict 
husband was locked up and the bride took 
her departure with the others. Mias Willis 
is the daughter of Robort Willis, the painter, 
and resides with her father and two brothers 
at No. 1117 Leavenworth street. She is an 
active and prominent member of the Fruit, 
and Flower Mission. In the discharge of her 
Belf-imposed duties she frequently visited the 
County Jail, where she met her husband. 
She singled him out from the many other un­ 
fortunates and labored earnestly for his wel­ 
fare. A deep attachment sprang up bet w-en 
them, and the result was their marriage. She 
is a handsome and prepossessing blonde, and 
aged about twenty-four years.

CLIPPING HORSES. 
There has been much talk, pro and cod, 
upon the Bubject of clipping horses ; that 
is, the BheariDg of the hair close to the skin 
by means of an implement made for the 
purpose. The farmer has no business with 
horses that have betn clipped. 
They 
must be blanketed in the stable, and 
doubly blanketed out of doors when 
standing. 
No 
man owning 
horBes 
should ever allow them to be clipped, 
except that class who use them for 
light work, and who can of course afford to 
take the best of care of them in and out of 
the stable. Coach horses or any horse or 
horses lefG standing in the cold should 
never be clipped. In this connection a word 
upon stable management may be in place. 
There ia economy in a blanket for every 
horse doing work in the stable, and out 
when standing at rest. The cost is but 
little, aud this cost will be saved in one 
winter in the saving of feed, to Bay noth­ 
ing of the comfort to the pooor dumb 
brutes, the most faithful as they are the 
most useful of our four-footed serv­ 
ants. Do not, therefore, listen to inter­ 
ested parties. Those of our patrons who keep 
horses in villages and other suburban 
localities, should have blankets, cne set for 
the stable and one set for the street—and 
use them. These will soon show in the 
sleek glossy coats, if faithful work ia laid 
out in grooming (remembering a stabled 
horse cannot clean himself), and in any 
event in a general improvement in condi­ 
tion.—[Prairie Farmer.

George S. EvaLS, of San Josquin, is 
named. He is a good politician and knows 
how to lake care of himself in a fight, 
Irving M. Scott, of San Francisco, is a 
candidate for Governor, with a strength 
among the people equal to that which may be 
claimed by any other candidate. Mr. Scott 
has the reputation of beiDg a sound Republi­ 
can, a most enterprising and successful me­ 
chanic, and a very magnetic speaker. 
On the Democratic side W. B. G. Brown, 
of Sacramento, has the largest amount of or­ 
ganized and positive strength. 
James A. JohnsoD, of San Francisco, 
corr.e3 next. 
Even Republicans admit th t Robert Watt, 
of Matin, would be the hardest man to beat 
on the Democratic side. 
General George Stoneman will not make 
the race for Governor, but will be a candi­ 
date for re-election to the position he now 
holds—that of Railroad Commissioner. 
George A. Hearst, of San Francisco, is 
Btrong in San Francisco, but has no discover­ 
able following in the country. He is quite a 
favorite with the class that make politics a 
trade, because he has money, and is supprsed 
to be willing to spend it to secure his eleva­ 
tion.Will S. Green, of Colusa, mentioned as a 
estol dale for Governor, is uot, but will be a 
camiidate for Railroad Commissioner.

W ashington, Ja n u a ry 4 th .—A s soon as 
Ju d g e Cox entered th e C ouit-room , and the 
C ourt was form ally opened, th e prisoner took 
his place in tho dock, and did n o t repeat the 
request of yesterday to be allow ed to sit at 
the counsel table. 
Scoville stated th a t he wished to say th a t 
since the adjournm ent of the C ourt he had 
been inform ed th a t C urtis, who m ade an affi­ 
davit relative to th e Critic m atter, was not 
bailiff in charge cf the room a t the tim e the 
paper was found ; th a t he had been subs’i- 
tu ted for a m an by the nam e of S tiner, who 
was in charge a t the tim e th e paper was found, 
and who was w ithdraw n I y the prosecution. 
“ T his c a n ," said Scoville, 
111 am told, 
knows about th e papers, and I can in ten 
m inutes sum m on a3 a w itness a p arty who will 
say th a t the m an S tiner was heaid to rem ark 
th a t if th a t m atter of th e Critic becam e 
know n, he (Stiner) would have to ju m p the 
tow n.” 
Colonel C orkhill objected to this evident 
attem p t to postpone consideration of the 
m otion. 
If every b it of heresay gossip was 
to be drsgged in here, there w ould never be 
any end to the question. 
Scoville replied th a t he did not ask for a 
postponem ent. 
H e sim ply deBired to call the 
attention of the C ourt to the inform ation he 
had received, as show ing how im portant it 
waa to investigate th e m atter w ith the closer 
scrutiny. 
JUDGE COX'a DECISION.

So far as 
the discovery of new evidence is concerned, and 
the evidence to be introduced a3 to the prison­ 
er’s m anner and appearance prior to the 
assassination, if there had been no evidence in­ 
troduced upon this subject, there m ight be 
some force in the request, b u t a dozen or 
m ore w itnesses testified ou the trial aa to his 
m anner and appearance, covering a poriod of 
tim e from M arch until the commission of tfce 
act. 
T he evidenc) now Bought to bo intro­ 
duced would be m ereiy cum ulative, and wotvd 
not aff-;ct the verdict. 
A s to the expert witness w lnae cdm issions 
after the tria l are alleged to have been dif­ 
ferent from his evidence given upon th e trial, 
Ju d g e Cox said th a t unsw orn adm issions of 
this character could never be considered as 
ground for overturning a verdict th a t could 
only have been obtained through the evidence 
of the very w itness who, from co rrupt mo­ 
tives, m ight serve to reverse a verdict. 
F rom all the papers presented Ju d g e Cox 
sum m ed up : " I am unable to find any rea­ 
son to g ran t the m otion, which is, therefore, 
overruled.” 
SCOVILLE AND GUITEAU. 
Scoville—I would like to note an exception 
to the ruling of the C ourt. 
Colonel C orkhill—Y our H onor, it now be­ 
comes m y d u ty ------ 
Scoville—One m om ent, please. 
I would 
like to file, in due form , th e m otion w hich I 
referred to yesterday. 
Scoville then tiled his m otion ia arrest of 
judgm ent. 
G uiteau, who had been perm itted to resum e 
his sent a t the counsel table, called out : “ If 
your H onor please, I desire to ask if there is 
any motion th a t I ought to m ake to reserve 
m y rights.” 
Scoville tried to prevent hia speaking, b u t 
he retorted : “ W eil, I don’t w ant any ad 
vantage taken of me. 
I w ant to know how 
long I shall have to prepare m y appeal to the 
C ourt in bank ?” 
Scoville—Please keep quiet. 
W e haven’; 
reached th a t yet. 
G uiteau (w ith m uch excitem ent)—I w on’t 
keep quiet. 
I am here, and propose to do 
m y own talking. 
SENTENCE ASKED FOR. 
Ju d g e Cox then inform ed Scoville of the 
rules of practice applicable to the filing of hia 
exceptions, and after this m atter had been 
arranged, Colonel 
C orkhill 
renew ed 
h> 
m otion, sayiriir: “ I t is now m y duty to ask 
for the sen'*-nce of the C ourt.” 
Ju d g e C .x (to the ptiioi_er) 
S tand up. 
H ave you an > thing to s»y 
why f cútem e 
should not now In passed upon you? 
G uiteau (s i;l 6it ing)—I a ^ yi'ur H onor 
to postpout sentence as long ••b possible. 
Ju d g e O x—S tand up. 
H ave jo u any­ 
thing to say » hy seat'-nca sh o u ll not now L.e 
proaouncr-d up m you ? 
The prisoner arose, p ile, b u t w ith lips c -re­ 
pressed, aud de.-v ra e determ ination stam p d 
on his features. 
In a low and d e te rm iitd 
tone he began, b u t soon his m anner became 
wild aud violent, and, pounding upon lhe 
table, he delivered him self of the following 
h aran g u e: 
guiteau’s a ppea l. 
“ I am not guilty of the charge set forth in 
the indictm ent. 
I t wa3 G od’s act, and not 
m ine. 
G od will take care of it, and dou’t let 
the A m erican people forget it. 
H e will take 
care of it, and every officer of this G overn­ 
m ent, from the E xecutive down to th a t M ar­ 
shal, takiDg in every m au on th a t jury, and 
every m em ber of this Bench, w ill pay for it, 
and the A m erican nation will roll in blood 
if m y body goes into the ground and 1 am 
hung. 
T he Jew a p u t the despised G alilean 
in th e grave. 
F o r the tim e they trium phed, 
b u t a t the destruction of Jerusalem forty 
years afterw ards the A lm ighty got even w ith 
them . 
I am not a fra il of death. 
I am here 
as G od’s m an. 
K ill m e to-m orrow , if you 
w ant. 
I am G od’s m an, and have been from 
the a ta rt.” 
THE JUDGE’S PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 
Ju d g e Cox then proceeded to pass sentence, 
addressing the prisoner as follow s: “ You 
have been convicted of a crim e eo terrible iu 
its circum stances and eo far reaching in its 
results, th a t it has draw n upon you the hor­ 
ror of the whole world and the execrations 
of your countrym en. 
T he excitem ent pro­ 
duced by Buch an offense m ade it no easy ta*k 
to secure for you a fa ir and im partial trial, bu t 
you have had tb» pow er of tha U nited S tates 
T reasury and gí G overnm ent m en a t your 
service, to protect your person from violence, 
and to procure evidence from all parts of the 
country. 
Y ou have had aa fair and im partial 
a ju ry as ever assembled ¡D a C ourt of justice. 
Y ou have been defended by your counsel w ith 
a zeal and devotion th a t m erits the highest 
encom ium s. 
I certainly have done m y best 
to secure a fair presentation cf your de­ 
fensa. 
N otw ithstanding all this, you have 
been found guilty. 
I t would have been a 
com fort to m any poople if the verdict of 
the 
ju ry had 
established 
the 
fact 
th a t 
your act was th a t of an irresponsible m an. 
I t would have left the peop.e the satisfying 
belief th a t the crim e of political assassina­ 
tion waa som ething foreign to th e in stitu ­ 
tions and civilization of our country. 
B u t 
the result has denied them th a t com fort. T he 
couatry will accept it as a fact th a t such a 
crim e caojbe com m itted, and the C ourt will 
have to deal w ith it w ith the highest penalty 
know n to the crim inal code, to serve as an 
exam ple to others. 
Y our career has been ao 
extraordinary th a t th e people m ight well a t 
tim es have doubted so u r sanity, b u t I can­ 
not but believe th a t when the crim e was 
com m itted you thoroughly understood the 
nature of th a t crim e and its consequences.” 
A MATTER OF OPINION. 
G uiteau—I was acting aa G od’s m an. 
T he C ourt— A nd th a t you bad m oral sense 
and conscience enough to recognize the m oral 
iniquity of euch an act. 
P risoner—T h at’s a m atter of opinion. 
T he C ourt—Y our own testim ony shows 
th a t you recoiled w ith horror from the idea. 
Y ou say t h i t you prayed against it. 
Y ou 
say th a t you thought it m ight be prevented. 
T his shows th a t your conscience w arned you 
against it. 
B u t by the wre’ch td sophistries 
of your ow n m ind you worked yourself up 
against the proteet of your own conscience. 
W h at m otive could have induced you to tbU 
act m ust be forever hirf, and a in we m atter 
of c;*njecture. 
P robably m ea will think th a t 
some fanaticism or m orbid detire for self­ 
exaltation was the real inspiration for your 
act. 
Y o u r own testim ony seem s to contro­ 
vert th e theorie* of y»ur c tuosel. 
T hey h^ve 
m aintained, and thought honestly, I belie ve, 
th a t you were driven, against your will, by 
an iúfcane im pulse. 
T he testim ony showed 


th a t you deliberately resolved to do it, and 
th a t a deliberate and m isguided w ill was the 
sole im pulse. 
T his ira y seem insanity to 
some persons, b u t the law l>oks upon it as 
willful crim e. 
Y ou w ill have a due opportu­ 
nity of having any errors I m ay have com ­ 
m itted in the course cf the tria l passed upon 
by theJC ourt in bank. 
THE SENTENCE. 
M eanw hile, it is necessary fo rm e to pro­ 
nounce the sentence of th e law, th a t you be 
taken hence to the com m on jail of the dis­ 
tric t from whence jo u cam e, and there ba 
k ep t in confiuem ent, and on F riday, the 30;h 
of Ju n e, 1882, you be taken to the place pre­ 
pared for your execution w ithin the walls of 
said jail, and there, betw een tha hours of 12 
and 2 P. M , you be hanged by the neck until 
you are dead, aud m ay the L ord have m ercy 
on your soul. 
ITS EFFECT ON GUITEAU. 
D uring this reading G uiteau stood a p ­ 
parently unm oved and w ith his gaze riveted 
upon the Judge, b u t w hen th e final words 
were epoken he struck the table violently and 
sh outed: 
“ A nd m ay the L ord have m ercy 
on your soul. 
I w ould rath er stand where I 
do th an w here th a t ju ry do, and w here your 
H onor stands, 
I am n o t afreid to die. 
I 
stand here as G od’s m an, and God A lm ighty 
will curse every m an who had a p art in the 
procuring of this unrighteous verdict. N oth­ 
ing b u t good has come from G arfield’s re­ 
moval, aud th a t w ill be the verdict of pos­ 
te rity on m y inspiration. 
I don’t care a snap 
for the verdict of this co rrupt generation. 
I 
would rath er a thousaud tim es be in any 
position th an in th a t of those who have 
hounaed me to death. 
I shall have a glorious 
flight to death. 
I shaQ have a glorioua flight 
to glory, b u t th a t m iserable scoundrel, C ork­ 
hill, will have a perm anent job down below, 
where the devil is preparing for him .” 
A fter apparently talking him self out, the 
prisoner turned to his brother, and, w ithout 
the slightest trace of excitem ent, conversed 
for Bome m inutes before being taken from the 
Court-room . 
GUITEAU GUARDED. 
W ashington, F eb ru ary 4 th .—W hen G ui- 
teau arrived a t lhe jail ho was a t once taken 
to his cell and a guard placed over him . This 
precaution is alw ays observed in the case of 
prisoners under sentence of death, and will be 
rigidly adhered to in G uiteau’s case, both by 
night and by day. 
T here is no foundation for th e report cu r­ 
ren t to-day th a t G uiteau had com m itted sui­ 
cide. 
G uiteau will be prevented, a3 far as possi­ 
ble, from m aking any com m unication to the 
public. 
H e w ill be treated in every respect 
as a condem ned felou. 


g eitea u’s brother. 
W ashington, F eb ru ary 4th.— A fter G ui­ 
teau was taken back to jail an affecting scene 
occurred in the office of the D eputy M arshal. 
H ere Jo h n W . G uiteau m et the jury and 
bade them farew ell. 
H e shook hands w ith 
all in a cordial m anner, and expressed his 
friendly feeling. 
F orem an H am lin, as they 
parted, Baid, w ith m anifest feelin g : 
“ M r. 
G uiteau, w henever you come to W ashington 
I w ant you to feel tow ard me as to a brother.” 
G uiteau re p lie d : 
“ I Bhall, ar,d I th an k 
you.” 
H e subsequently said th a t of late he 
hed not expected a different verdict on the 
evidence.
